gram, 
This outline, coupled with

There is an unusual assortment 
of items of which farmers will be 
asked to produce much greater 
quantities 
in 
1942. 
Soybeans, 
milk, eggs, butter, cheese, pork, 
lard beef fruits and v egetables 
are on the “m usf’list instead of 
basic crops like wheat, cotton and 
corn to which agriculture turned 
a quarter of a century ago in its 
war effort. 
But, statistics show­ 
ed the greatest appreciation in 
recent months, reflecting the w ar­ 
time demand.

Head G-Man Ho o ver urged that he be permitted 
to arrest, o r at least o ust fro m the Haw'aiian 
Islandi, the 250 Japanese co nsular agents o perat­ 
ing there.

th« m was fo und a co de o f signals by lights;

troyers had left Pearl Harbo r; so many lights 
would Indicate that the battleships had left;

In many o ther ways it is assisting the war 
pro gram. 
In additi'in to co nstantly furnishing crack 
po w’er engineers to vario us w^ar agencies, the 
REA is o perating and building many po wer 
plants fo r army, n a \^ and marine camps, and 
W’ar industries. 
Also the tw'o agencies are amo ng the mo st 
o utstanding New’ Deal achievements, created 
o nly after lo ng and bitter battles that made 
po litical and legislative histo ry in the 1930’s. 
Time and again the president has pro udly ac­ 
claimed the SEC and BEA as twm o f the great­ 
est rbfo rms o f his administratio n. 
\ et, under an o rder co o kcid up by under­ 
co ver pro -utility elements in the Budget Bureau, 
SEC and REA wull be mo ved kit and kabo o dle 
hundreds o f miles away fro m Wa.^hingto n. 
While their utility lo bby fo es wuil have 
free rein to snipe at them o n Capito l hill, and 
w’hile the War and Navy Departments, OPM

fn g resistan ce to heavy Japan ese 
attacks, has d eveloped from an 
obscure pirate haun t to on e of the 
world ’s greatest ports in the cen ­ 
tury that it has been an En glish 
possession .
